One of the best ways to learn some- 
thing is to experience it first-hand. Many 
Ocean Springs High School students 
were given this opportunity by taking 
courses that involved community work. 


The new environmental science class 
was treated to over night trips to Horn 
and Ship Islands to study. marine life, 
salinity, ph, etc. It was one of the first 
classes to be partly funded from differ- 
ent organizations in the community. 
This pilot study program received sup- 
portive services from the Chevron Oil 
Refinery in Pascagoula in the form on 
money. First Chemical Company in Pas- 
cagoula and the Gulf Coach Research 
Lab donated instruments. The Missis- 
sippi/Alabama Sea Grant College gave 
the class $8,000 in expendable items. 


The D.O. Program allowed students to 
go to school part-time and work at a job 
the other half. This opportunity aided 
students who wanted to attend college. It 
also gave students job experience and 
permitted them to get-out into the com- 
munity on a one-to-one basis. 


A requirement of the Enrichment class 
was to participate in a mentor program. 
Students observed professionals at work 
in their particular field of interest. This 
enabled many students to make neces- 
sary career decisions. Students observed 

- doctors, teachers, lawyers, and other 
professionals. 


The experience gained from entering 
the community was invaluable and could 
not be replaced by classroom study.
